It is Not Stated How His Highness 
of the White House Relished 
Writing His Letter of Congratu- 

lation to the Hawaiians. 2095 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A letter of 
congratulation and greeting from Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in the name of the United 
States, is on the way to President Dole 
of Hawaii. The recognition of the new re- 
public was finally decided upon this week, 
and the message was framed and mailed 


esterday. 

A few days ago a letter was received 
from President Dole, conveying the for- 
mal announcement of the proclamation of 
the republic, and the inauguration of a 
new govermment. This letter was laid be- 
fore the Cabinet, and ‘has been under con- 
sideration, while the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs was debating whether it 
should report the resolution for recogni- 
tion. 

Frank P. Hastings, who, in the absence 
of Minister Thurston; ie charge d'affaires 
of the Hawaiian Legation here, has been 
formally recognized as the representative 
of the new government. Chairman Mc-

give publicity to diplomatic correspond- 


ence until it has reached ite destination, 
consequently the letter to President Dole 
will not be made public until sufficient 
time has passed for its reception. The 
fact that the existence of the correspond- 
ence has become known may induce me 
President to make it public. 

The proceedings as to the legations were 
simple and informal. Minister Thurston, 
on starting for Hawall, had left Secretary 
Hastings as charge d’affeires ad interim 
for the provisional government of Ha- 
Wall.

He also suggests that patent controversies 
should be appealed directly to the Supreme 
Court, that tue might secure a final 
settlement as early as possible. 


BILLS APPROVED. 


Measures of Interést to the People 
Oklahoma. 
A4ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The President 
has approved the bills granting a military 
reservation for public schools at Oklahoma 
City. 

The President also approved the act re- 
cently passed by Congress requiring rail- 
roads in the Territories running over rights 
of way granted by the government to es- 
tablish stations at all townsites estab- 
lished ‘by the Interior Department. This 
law grew out of the contest between the 
Rock Island road and the people living 
in towns in Oklahoma located by the 
government, the railroad refusing to stop 
at these townsites. It is believed this law 
will end the trouble. 


Railroad--Bills. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. —Chairniain 
Reilly called together the House Commit- 
tes on Pacific Railroads today for the dis- 
cussion of the committee’s work. It was 
decided not to hold another meeting until 
the next session, when the Reilly bill will 
ibe considered in the House. The bills in- 
troduced at the request of the New York 
stockholders of the Kansas Pacific con- 
soalidated to authorize suits against per- 
sons charged with diverting the trust funds 
will be reported to the committee in Janu- 
ary, as they involve judicial questions. 
Bille for sfmilar purposes have been sent 
to the committee early im the session. 


A Disagreement. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The con- 
ferees on the Sundry Civil Bill will report 
a disagreement tomorrow on nearly all the 
Senate amendments on which agreements 
were reached, but on several points the 
House will have to decide before the con- 
ferees will feel satisfied to recede. The 
main points of difference are the appropri- 
ation for the purchase of the site for a 
government printing office, the appropria- 
tion for public buildings in Washington, 
Idaho, Montana and Wyoming, and for the 
survey of arid lands. 


Building-stone as Placers.

A NEW FORCE OF DEPUTIES. 


The Prosecution in the Worden Trial 
oses Its Case—The Forces in 
Arizona’ Withdrawn—Illi- 

nois Coal Strike Off.

OMAHA, Aug. 9.—Sheriff Drexel sent 
100 deputies to South Omaha early this 
morning. The deputies broke the picket- 
line of the strikers and escorted the work- 
men to their houses in squads. The 
strikers hooted and jeered, but did not 
offer any violence. A number of old men 
returned to work under the protection of 
officers. All packing-houses began killing 
in spite of the threat of the managers 
that they would not do any work until 
the militia was called out. 

Two hundred more deputy sheriffs were 
added to the number of guards at the 
packing-houses at 6 p.m. They were 
armed with buggy spokes, no firearms be- 
ing allowed. The strikers refused to 
withdraw their picket line at the approach 
of the officers, and, while avoiding a con- 
flict, pay little attention to the deputies. 
While the situation is quite strained, it 
appears on the surface to be more quiet 
than last night. Quite a crowd of men 
arrived from Burlington this evening, and 
a squad of police was sent from Cudahy’s 
to escort them to the house. Three or 
‘four striker pickets, who were mounted, 
‘hastened to their headquarters and no- 
tified the leaders. A crowd went out to 
meet the new men, but the officers would 
not let the strikers near enough to them, 
and, beyond some are threats, noth- 
ing was done. 5 

When the men work ‘tonight 
the packers told them they -would not 
as them to return tomorrow, and 
they could do as they saw fit, but they 
did not want any of their men to en- 
danger their Hves in going to and from 
work. A number of men did not show 
up for -work this morning, and the forces 
at the packing-houses were considerably 
less than almost any day since the strike 

was inaugurated. The sentiment of the 
parse is unanimous in the determination 
to shut down entirely for an indefinite 
period, and, as Manager Foster of Swift’s 
puts it: “If the county nad State cannot 
give us protection, and do not care to pro- 
tect the great industries of South Omaha, 
we can stand it if they can, and as we 
were losing money before the strike, we 
are not going to fight the strikers and lose 
more money; consequently the best thing 
we can do is to shut down entirely. The 
packers complain that they can’t get a 
warrant served on any man, after com- 
plaints have been made. 

“Not even after men against whom com- 
plaints have been filed are pointed 
out to the police, will they serve the war- 
rants, and you see,” said one of the pack- 
ers, with all the police and specials we 
can get no protection. 

Tonight, as a workingman was passing 
from the packing- house, two or three men 
took after him. He started to run, and 
in a few seconds 1000 men were after 
him. First one striker would strike the 
man, and then another. The man was 
knocked down and kicked. He made no 
effort to defend ‘himself, except to get 
away. After he was beaten and chased 
for two blocks, the police finally got be- 
tween the mob and the man, and stopped 


in each hand, and swore he would shoot. 
the first man who continued the fight. 
The police then escorted the man home.. 
Later he said that he would go to work 
in the morning, and that it meant death 
to the man who attempted to assault him 
while minding his own business. 
LATER.— After a conference lasting ten 
hours, between the State, municipal and 
county authorities and the packers, in 
which the situation was thoroughly can- 
vassed, the packers tonight refused to 
continue business tomorrow without the

The 
other companies from the interior of the 
State will come in tomorrow. 

Tonight two men stood off fifty of the 
strikers with their revolvers. Two men 
and a boy left the Cudahy plant about 6 
o'clock and started for their home. A 
gang of the strikers saw them coming and 
when the men reached the street the 
gang began to close in on them. Drawing 
their revolvers, they pointed them directly 
at the head man. “You come one step 
toward me and I'll blow your head off,” 
said the man. His partner also leveled a 
revolver in the same direction and the 
strikers stopped and called for a police- 
man The officers. told the crowd to dis- 
perse, which they did. 

A fireman and engineer at Cudahy’s 8. 
who work at night, were assaulted on théir 
way from work. Neither of them was hurt. 

A partioularly exasperating feature of 
the disturbance is that laborers and others 
who have no connection with the packing- 
houses, are mistaken for packing-house 
employees and made to suffer from vio~ 
lence.

STARVING TOWARD VICTORY. 

OHICAGO, Aug. 9.—The great Corliss 
engine in the Pullman shops was operated 
today for the first time in three months. 
Two more departments were opened, with 
about nine hundred and thirty mon at 
work. Thé strike leaders have sent téle- 
grams to almost every labor organization 
in the country, stating that the strike wil} 
be won if it can be continued for awhile, 
but that they are starving.

A SAMPLE OF STRIKERS’ LEADDBRS. 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 9.—Chief of Police 
Drew today received information from 
Syracuse, N. V., concerning the career of 
Samuel D. Worden, now being examined 
at Woodland on a charge of murder and 
train-wrecking during the recent strike, 
The Syracuse Chief of Police writes that 
Worden was convicted of forgery in that 
city and was sent to the penitentiary for 
one year.

Loathesome Diet of Shipwrecked : 
Sailors in the Arctic. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. - 

BOSTON, Aug. 9.—The ‘eed thie bark 
James Allen of New Bedford, which sailed 
from San Franciseo on April 16, 1894, for 
the Arctic Ocean on a whaling voyage, 
ran on an unknown reef on May 16, and 
sank, and five men were fost. Capt. Hunt- 
ley and twenty-five men got in two boats 
and fifteen men into another. The boat 
in which were the fifteen men was sep- 
arated from the other boats, and the men 
have not been heard from since. Capt. 
Huntley’s two boats started for Ouna- 
laska, which was about one hundred and 
fifty miles distant. Their provisions were 
very low. 75 

Capt. Huntley tells this story: “My 
boat capsized May 20, and the crew and 
myself were thrown into the sea. The 
other boat came quickly, but was too late 
to save John White, William Fitzgerald, 


George Loy and Frank Murphy. On May 


21 we landed at Unwak Island, living 
there by gathering shellfish and chtching 
cod. We made hooks of wire. Between 
May 21 and June 5, six men died of ex- 
posure. They were Willlam Dory, Joseph 
Pena, Sam Masterson, Austin Gideon, 
Harry Taylor and Pat Connelly. On June 
5 I selected a crew of five men, provi- 
sioned our boat with a fresh haul of cod- 
fish and several. gallons of fresh water 
and reached Ounalaska on June 12. -I re- 
ported to the Bear, and Capt. Healy took 
us back: to the island, where we found 
our men just able to crawl about.“

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) A most ingenious and effective 
system of logging and canal-boat towing 
has been invented by Richard Lamb. The 
main point looked to by the logging en- 
gineer is how to cut the trees and bring. 
them to convenient points for transpor- 
tation at the least expense. On firm land 
the methods employed are.carry-logs with 
oxen or horses, damming the small streams. 
and driving the logs during freshets,.and 
in northern countries sledding. Water 
flumes, made of wood, are used, often to 


himself cenfronted with conditions which 
required a cable-way that could be op- 
erated at least half a mile, and with the 
power placed on a boat or car located at 
a navigable point. The logs would have 
to be gathefed in for at least 500 feet 
on either side of the cable-way, and 
brought to navigation at a reasonable 
cost for operation. The system had to be 
easily and cheaply moved from place to 
place as the total area of forest to be 
cleared at any one setting would not re- 
quire much time; trees had to be used as 
supports, as they were the only practicable 
foundation to be found, and the region 
was swampy. Mr. Lamb’s first idea was 
a steam system, which would manifestly 
have to be worked in practically a 
straight line. It was difficult to find trees 
conveniently placed for such operation, 
but, after some traversing it was found 
that in a forest of ordinary density a 
practically straight line can be gotten with 
trees at from 100 to 220 feet apart. This 


enabled a steam cable line to be run. 
The cars were made with a hanging frame 
supported by a horizontal axle passing be- 


tween the wheels on which it swung. This 
gave a saving in cost of hauling over any 
other method of logging, beside giving. 
the means of getting out timber that 
heretofore has inaccessible. . The 
crew consisted of an engineer and fire- 
man (who also cut wood for fuel when 
not firing,) two tongsmen, one 
leader and one unloader six men in 


000 feet a day would be hauled on dry 
land, and 25,000 feet in the swamps. Mr. 
Lamb holds that this is an excellent sys- 
tem for persons operating a logging rail- 
road on a river where one-half to one 
mile of cableway is sufficient. He pres- 
ently, however, found it necessary to de- 
sign a system that could practically be 
operated at any distance, and forthwith he 
built an electric cableway, using a one- 
half inch cable, made fast at both ends, 
and so supported at the tree brackets 
by a narrow saddle as not to become dis- 
éngaged when the car passed over it. 
The special feature of the installation 
was that the motor was hung en the 
cable, and had a hanging frame to which 
‘was attached an elliptically grooved 
sheave revolved by worm gearing. The

ANALYZING BEER BY ELBCTRICITY. 
At certain stages in the manufacture of 
beer it is necessary to ascertain the amount 
of sugar present in a given liquid. This 
has hitherto been effected by means of a 
chemical process. A solution containing 
copper was used, and the proportion of 
copper absorbed by the sugar gave an in- 
‘dication of the total quantity of sugar in 
the liquid tested, As the results attained 
were often only approximate, and as aecu- 
racy is of great commercial moment when 
the quality of huge quantities of beer is 
being determined, an attempt has been 
made to estimate the copper (hence the su- 
gar) electrolitically. Copper in the form of 
cuprous oxide, is precipitated in a beaker, 
the liquid is poured in, and platinum 
electrodes are introduced. The current 
from a battery is then turned on, and a 
vertically suspended platinum cylinder re- 
ceives the deposit of copper. The increase 
of weight of this cylinder gives the amount 
of copper, and from this the brewing chem- 
ist calculates hte quantity of sugar. This 
method has been shown by test analysis to 
be remarkably accurate.

LIVING TOO FAST | 
What an anomaly it seems that at this 


3 | time, when there is so much destitution 


throughout the world, and when thousands 
of people are short of the neces- 
saries of life, money should be 80 
plentiful at the great financial centers 
that the owners do not know what to do 
with it. A dispatch from London an- 
nounces that money is so abundant there 
that the ba have reduced their allow- 
ance on deposits to 1% per cent., while se- 
curities of all kinds have reached phenome- 
nal prices. There is evidently something 
the matter with the financial and commer- 
cial machinery of the world at present, but 
just what it is there are as many opinions 
as there are doctors. There are, no doubt, 
many causes which have contributed to 
this effect, but it is foolish to suppose, as 
some people persist in doing, that any one 
of these is the only cause. We believe, as 
we have stated on previous occasions, that 
the main reason for the present depression 
throughout the business world is to be 
found in the over-speculation of the past 
twenty years, based upon the general pros- 
perity which prevailed. Communities and 
nations have lived ahead of their incomes 
and discounted the future, and the result 
is the same as in the case of the individ- 
uals: Who follow that dangerous practice. 
There has deen over- production in manu- 
factures; railroads have been built where 
there was no need for them, and all sorts 
of visionary schemes have been floated 
that were to make those who took part 
in them millionaires. The world has been 
watering its stock a little too much, that 
is what is the matter. We have been on 
a big “jamboree,” and should not be sur- 
prised at the morning headathe eh gen- 
erally follows. such indulgences. The thing 
todo ‘now. fs to look the situation squarely 
zn the face and get down to a cash basis. 
A good many men who have been rated as 
millionaires during the past ten years 
would have hard work to show up $10,000 
in cash just now if they were called upon 
suddenly. At the same time there is just 
as much money in the worid as there was, 
there is just as much fertility in the soil, 
and there are just as many fish in the sea. 
The trowble is that we have been spehding 
dur moner before we earned it, selling our 
crops before we harvested them, and 
counting upon our fish before they were 
caught. We have been Uving too fast. 


‘THE TEHUANTEPEC’ RAILWAY. 


While the Nicaragua Canal is still a 
thing of the future,,another step has been 
taken in the direction of independent 
transportation between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. This is the Tehuantepec Railway, 
the last spike of which has at last been 
driven. This railway is longer than the 
Panama line, being 205 miles from ocean 
to ocean, as against 47 miles at Panama, 
but it saves a big piece of the ocean voy- 
age. From San Francisco to New York 
by Panama is an average voyage of 6063 
miles. By Tehuantepec it is reduced to 
4890, a clear saving ot 1173 miles. From 
San Francisco to New Orleans by Panama 
is 5418 miles; by Tehuantepec it is only 
3561 miles, a saving of 1857 miles. Wie 
The most important feature about this 
railway ‘that it is not like the Panana 
road, the property of a private corpora- 
tion, nor is it tied up by contracts 
or discriminating agreements that 
would prevent it from being an open high- 
way of commerce. It is the property of 
the Mexican government, and promises ‘to 
give the same services on the same terms 
to all who ship by it. If these promises 
are fulfilled it is easy to see of what great 
importance this road will be to California. 
Our merchants will be able to charter their 
own vessels and ship their goods across 
the isthmus by a road that is not tied up 
It is not sur- 
prising to learn that Mr. Huntington, rec- 
ognizing the importance of this line, is 
again trying to get control of it. He tried 
to do so about a year ago, but President 
Diaz emphatically stated that the line 
would be a public one under all circum- 
stances. Diaz is known to be a man of 
backbone. It is to be hoped that he will 
stick to his word in this case. California 
is sadly in need of free competition in 
transportation to the Hast. and until the 
Nicaragua Canal shall have been com- 
pleted this new line of railway appears to 
offer the best way out of the difficulty.

AUGUST SKIES. 


The Meteor Showers Begin Soon— 

Two New Moons. 
(Kansas City Star:) In a popular sense, 
the most notable astronomical event of 
August’s annals is the meteoric display 
which occurs on and around the 10th of 
the month. The August meteors are 
called Perseſds because they appear to is- 
sue from that part of the sky occupied 
by the constellation Perseus. This star 
group rises in the Northeast now between 
10 and 11 o’clook, rather nearer the latter 
hour, between which time and the morn- 
ing twilight is the most favorable time to 
look for it. A few of these “shooting 
stars” may be seen on any night of the 
year when the esky is clear if looked for 
long enough, but they will be more numer- 
ous and brilliant on the nights of August 
9, 10 and 11 than at any other time except 
November 12 and 13. : 

Those of tthe latter date are called 
Leonida, because they come from the di- 
rection of the constellation Leo. The 
earth in sweeping along its orbit dashes 
through these meteor-zones encircling the 
sun every year. Myriads 
are attracted by the earth 
from their course. Flying in this diree- 
tion, they ignite when they encounter our 
atmosphere, and thus become visible to 
us. Looked for about midnight toward the 
northly part of the sky, scores of these. 
shoating stars have often been seen within 
an hour or two when the atmosphere was 
favorable for observation. Millions of them 
die and leave no trace to tell, like will~’- 
and leaving a 


Harki, the Moon God, hes full recogni- 
tion in this month of August, as he sends 
us two new moons, one on the ist and a 
second on the 30th. This gives us five 
phases of the moon, a somewhat unusual 
o¢ourrence, whighawe have about twice 
each year. The moon is not, however, 
queen_in an absolute monarchy, all the 
eminent stars keeping their places and 
ghining splendidly. Six months ago the 
stars we now have with us in the evening 
stroll were not in sight of us, coming 
within our horizon’s mits while the sun 
was shining. Six months hence what we 
are now.admiring will have been replaced. 
by ‘those now invisible, and the starry 
maps will seem very different. The 
movements of the stars in these jocund 
clear nights suggest a ring of children, 
with hands joined about one of their own 
number, placed in the center of the circle. 
They dance on and on, around and around, 
disappear and return, and disappear again. 
One could fancy the sky swims giddily 
with their changeful splendors. 

Saturn is an evening star again this 
month, and is in the constellation of the 
Virgin. Saturn is growing gradual 
smaller and beautifully less, but is still 
a well-defined object, shining as it does so 
serenely and quietly. It will not be par- 
ticularly conspicu this year, but its 
pesos are ways interesting to 
watch. j 

Mars aids in adorning the morning 
skies, and we are told that his canals 
are again becoming visible. 

Venus still Ungers among the 
stars, and it will be some weeks yet 
before we see her fai face in our sunset

WASHING OUT THE TAILINGS. 
WAS ¥ 


Big Strike made in the Denver Mint 
Where No Gold Was Looked for. 


The Denver mint has furnished the pub- 
lic many mild surprises during the past 
eighteen months, says the Republican of 
that city. It has shown, partially, ‘the in- 
creased production of gold in the State and 
has grown, in a comparatively short time, 
from an obscure branch of the general 
business of the government to a place of 
„general importance to the entire country. 
From a few thousand dollars monthly the 
purchase of gold at the mint has grown 
to a half million a month. With this vast 
increase of business has grown a demand 
for a coinage mint, and so strong is this 
demand that it can scarcely be denied by 
the government. In the quiet routine 
work of the mint there has been gradually 
accumulating an item of wealth that even 
the employees failed to realize until a 
short time ago. It has been the custom to 
make quarterly house-cleanings.of the -as- 
saying and refining departments. At such 
times the operating-rooms were carefully 
swept and all of the machinery dusted. 
The dirt and dust thus collected has been 
washed and the tailings thrown imto a bin 
back of the mint building, where for years 
they have been accumulating. At each 
quarterly cleaning a snug sum, generally 
about $100 in gold dust, would be washed 
out and saved. Only a few pounds of tail- 


ings would be left in the -pans to be 
dumped into the open bin, t during the 
years this stuff gradually ‘accumulated, 


until it now amounts to four tons. 

A few weeks ago Assayer Puckett went 
out to the bin of “tailings” with a pan, 
which he filled and began washing.“ The 
result was a surprise, so large was the 
quantity of gold he washed. out. Without 
further ado Mr. Puckett hired an expert 
and started him to work washing out these 
tailings. Mr. Puckett also had some old 
melting pots that had been thrown out 
ground up and washed, and the result was 
that from the scrap pile ovér $3000 in gold 
bas been panned by one man in thirty-eight 
‘days. The tailings, after a second washing, 
have also been saved, and Mr. Puckett 
cays he has. refused an offer of $1000 from 
one of the smelters for them. He ex- 
pects to receive at least $2000 for them. In 
arranging for the improvements to be made 
at the mint Mr. Puckett concluded to have 
the chimney of the furnace swept. In do- 
ing this fifty-seven pounds of soot was se- 
cured. This soot was sold at $5 per pound 
to one of the smelters, and the smelter 
authorities claim to have made a good 
profit on their purchase. The gold pur- 
chases at the mint for the past twelve days 
“of this month have amounted to over$ 400.
